Leaders Gather for Conference. 
As soon as the session of the convention 


ended there was a gathering of the leaders on 


both sides for an interchange of views. The 
management of Blaine’s supporters passed 
the word along the line that no time should be 
wasted on immaterial matters.

THE ENGINEER DISCUSSES . ‘THE 
DRAINAGE PROBLEM. 


He Reviews the Various Routes EES 
tor the Channel, Gives Estimates of the 
Expense of Each, and Describes the 
Difficulties to Be Overcome—Warden 
Deal Asks for Salaried Examining Physi- 
clans for the County Hospital—Some of 
the Reasons for His Request. 


At the special meeting of the Drainage 
Board yesterday Chief Engineer Willams 
recommended in an exhaustive report that the 
board adopt the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
from Ashland avenue to Summit as its main 
drainage channel. The report alleges that the 
route is cheaper than any other by more than 
a million of dollars and better adapted to the 
needs of the district. It was received with 
great favor by the Trustees present. Messrs. 
Wenter, Eckhart, Altpeter, and Russell were 
outspoken im praise of the recommendation, 
and said that the Engineer’s conclusions bore 


out their ideas perfectly. 

The report is in compliance with an order 
of the board passed Feb. 17, directing the En- 
gineer to make comparative and itemized es- 
timates of three alternate routes, one of which 
should be the Ilhnois and Michigan Cunal, be- 
tween the Chicago River at Ashland avenue 
and Willow Spring road, with supplemental 
works necessary to make the channel effective.

The patients are assigned as they 
come in, the allopat hs getting the first three, 
the homeopaths the fourth, the eclectics the 
fifth, the allopaths the sixth, seventh, and 
eighth, and so on. The internes of these 
schouls do the exarnining and assign the pa- 
tients. Warden Deal says an eclectic interne 
will assign a patient without particular 
examination if he be a 2 to go to the allo- 
path school simply to fill up that school’s 
quota.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 7.—An ugly, 
threatening day; delegates in thorough fight- 
ing mood and ill-natured almost to the point 
of gavagery—that is the opening of the Re- 
publican National convention to choose a can- 
didate for the Presidency of the United States. 
Probably never before in the history of 
American political conventions have so many 
thousands seemed to feel that an opening 
prayer of record-breaking power was more 
urgently needed than when, soon after 12 
o’clock this afternoon, the words to the, Al- 
mighty that marked the opening of the pro- 
ceedings were heard by the listening thousands 
who all morning had silentiy or otherwise 
been cursing the rain, the mud, and the situa- 
tion as to Presidential candidates. 
Before the prayer there had been 1,000 in 
the interior of the big hall that was from to- 
day to be famous for years to come in the an- 
nals of the Republican party. The eagle-sur- 
rounded chair of the presiding officer was left 
until almost the last moment to be placed in 
position, and the task of fixing it exactly 
right upon the magnificent rug twenty feet 
square was watched with interest by most of 
those in the hall, while others scanned the 
seating arrangements and decorations for de- 
tails that every one wished to remember, but 
which might be lest sight of when the battle

A sudden burst of sunlight helped dispel the 
darkness of the 200-feet long skylight and en-

Naturally 
enough, however, exactly coincident with 
Reed’s arrival the music began. It was only

Outline of the One Peter White Is Now in 
Chicago to Arrange For. 

Irish-Americaus will find at the World's Fair 
an interesting exhibit from Ireland. Peter 
White, the representative of the Irish Indus. 
tries Association, reached Chicago with plans 
for the exhibit, which will be mainly an Irish 
industrial village consisting of several cot- 
tages, a model dairy, a reproduction of the 
ruins of the Castle of Donegal, a round tower, 
Celtic cross, and a national portrait gallery. 

In the cottages will be carried on several 
industries peculiar to the different parts of 
the country, such as spinning as practiced in 
Donegal and Galway on the old hand loom, 
woolen weaving, dyeing. .In other cottages 
will be embroidery, lace making as prac- 
ticed in Limerick, Youghal, Wexford, Cork, 
and other parts of Ireland. A typical Irish 
store, in which several articles characteristic 
of cottage. industries will be offered in the 
castle, A model dairy will represent dairy 
farming, which us at present at a most ad- 
vanced stage. It is intended to bring over 
peasants from different parts of the country 
so as to make the village as realistic as possi- 
ble. The object of the Irish b_dustries Asso- 
ciation isto assist and promote the cott 
industries throughout Ireland so as to enable 
the children to assist the head of the family 
in increasing the earnings, and in order to 
find a sale for these goods Lady Aberdeen has 
established a depot in London and one in 
Dublin.

The trade was much mixed at the opening in 
wheat. English cables were steady to easy and 
the weather was as fine as the most pronounced 
bear could ask. There was considerable appre- 
hension over the future of the Hatch bill, and 
when a New York message stated that it was cer- 
tain to go through the Senate mary holders un- 
loaded and the market slumped off sharply, J uly 
selling from Stu to Se. Then there came pri- 
vate messages stating that continental cables 
brought news of damage to Rassian, French, and 
Danubian crops, and there was a rally to &. This 
was followed by Bradstreet’s report of a decrease 
for both coasts of over 1.500.000 bu, and 
a rumor that the Ohio State crop re- 
port was 62, against 69 a month ago.
